Of. Ihe large 


number of restaurants pronounced bad the inspectors said lhat 
something like 20 pf/lhcni could gel into the "fair" class by 
making certain specified changes. 


. On Ihe face of il iliis is a very bad showing, and il is dif- 


ficult to escape the conviction that Ihe standard set by lhe 
b,6ard of health musliie very high. The average person will 
be unable lo believe^that but of more (ban 225 restaurants 
there is only one tlial^comes up to Ihe proper standard of san- 
italion and lhat liips'lfof (he others are unlit places in which to 
eat. The 
patron's!jbf Ihese restaurants may be careless and 


indifferent, but i( is. hardly lo be believed lhat Ihcy would 
support Ihese eating places as they have done if the conditions 
were actually as bad as represented by the inspectors. 


This is a day'bf, investigations along many lines, and of 


course il is the business of those who go oul looking for some- 
thing to find il. '':l.lJi§ .altogether probable that there is room 
for improvement HrVljie kitchens of lhe i^jew York hotels and 
restaurants,'and Uia'tj-ihc same is true of .similar places in all 
other cities anil in,.mahy homes.
